Ml—Europe's three-day death loll 
from floods passed the 800 mark 
today. Holland was the worst hit 
with 394 dead in her most calami- 
tous floods Since' tho 15th century. 


Britain counted 389 dead, Bel- 


glum 10 and 10 others .died at sea 
when a trawler \tant down. 


Brave little Holland mustered all 


its; strength to meet the disaster. 
Flood waters whipped up by hur- 
ricane winds over the week end 
poured over crumbled dikes in the 
sorely-stricken southwest area. Tho 
Waters reached 40 miles inland. 


Damage in the British isles, Bel- 


gium and the Netherlands ran into 
the millions of dollars. 


One sixth of Holland was

water. More than a million persons 
were homeless in Holland, Belgium 
and the British Isles.
